The line posts have exceptional 
strength because they are made of 
high carbon steel and are U-shaped

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in section. A U-channel gives twice 
the resistance to bending that other 
open sections afford. 

Anchor Posts are secured in the 
ground with steel drive anchors, 
which make them impervious to the 
action of frost. This is one more 
reason why Anchor Post fences are 
so low in upkeep cost, because it is 
an expensive job to realign a fence 



every spring, which has been thrown 
out of alignment by the winter's 
frosts. 

The three strands of barbed wire on 
the pressed steel extension arms at 
the top of this type of fence incline 
inward, making this fence practi- 
cally unclimbable.

Keeping Chickens at Home 




"UNCLE BILLY" Ath- 
erton, who ran the great 
Boston Poultry Show in 
Mechanics Building every 
^year, had four birds 
stolen from his back yard 
last March. "Why, I 
couldn't possibly replace those birds," 
said he. 'They were line bred for a 
period of years. It happened just at 
the beginning of March, and threw 
all my breeding for the year askew. 

"If I could have caught the thief, I 
don't believe I could have controlled 
myself. Pm afraid I would have 
shot him," said he. 

All chicken fanciers do not have as 
valuable birds as Uncle Billy, but it 
is equally annoying to have the birds 
stolen. 

A good poultry fence, such as the 
Anchor Post is, keeps two as well 
as four-legged thief s out and the 
hens in, where they belong. 

Not only that, but hens that are al- 
lowed to range at will do not lay as 
frequently, and often lay eggs where 
they cannot be found. 

Keeping the hens in a restricted area 
is therefore a wise and profitable ar- 
rangement. The sizes of the houses 
and runs should be made in propor- 
tion to the number of chickens to be 
kept. A general rule is to allow four 
square feet of floor area per bird in 
the house, and from forty to eighty 
square feet in the runway. Trees 
or shrubbery in the yard give shelter 
from the sun. A fruit orchard is 



ideal because the birds find so much 
of their food by foraging and help 
the trees by keeping them clean of 
insects. 

BE SURE TO HAVE THE CORRECT 
HEIGHT FENCE 

ANCHOR POST poultry fences and 
gates are made in three standard 
heights, six feet, seven feet and eight 
feet, the height of the fence being de- 
termined mainly by the breed. Heavy 
birds of the meat and general-pur- 
pose breeds are easily confined in a 
fence that is not over six feet, while 
Leghorns and other light, active 
birds require a seven or eight foot 
fence. 

For small yards or groups of runs 
the fence with a top rail is recom- 
mended for the reason that the top 
rail does away with the necessity of 
additional bracing for the end, cor- 
ner, or gate posts. Longer stretches 
of fence, such as orchard enclosures, 
exercising yards, etc., may be built 
without top rail, in which case the 
top selvage of the netting is rein- 
forced by a strand of coiled spring 
smooth wire, which prevents the net- 
ting from sagging between the posts. 

The gates are made with electrically 
welded corners, and are unusually 
strong and rigid. They are provided 
with a simple latch, which can be 
padlocked, if desired.

The factory fences, and gates are 
naturally built on plainer and more 
utilitarian lines, and they blend well 
with the architecture and style of 
factory buildings.

Ripping up the anchorage is not 
easy. Trucks have smashed into the 
Anchor Post Fences, a tractor was 
hooked up to an Anchor post and 
full power applied, but the anchor- 
age held on and refused to be 
ripped up. 

ANCHOR POST FENCES CAN BE MOVED 

Should the owner ever want to ex- 
tend the fence, or even remove it 
from the grounds to another part of 
the lot, the entire installation is easily 
taken up by pulling out the two 
anchors and lifting out the posts. 

GALVANIZED ANCHOR POSTS VS. 
PAINTED PIPES 

The question is often asked, how 
long will a painted pipe last? No 
one can readily tell. It may fail 
within a few years, or it may last 
for eight or ten years. No amount 
of outside painting ever protects the 
inside from rusting. Corrosion, due 
to dampness from the ground and 
atmosphere, is sure to take place. A 



pipe cannot be re-painted on the in- 
side, neither can it be re-painted be- 
low the ground-line where the action 
of rust is most rapid and destructive. 
Nor can one tell whether a painted 
pipe is new or old. For while the 
outside rust may be cleaned off", 
there may be a lot of inside rust. 

ANCHOR POSTS are galvanized 
because this is the only positive 
and lasting protection. ANCHOR

vanized after weaving because this 
is the most efficient process. We 
use the hot-dip spelter process that 
covers every surface of the metal 
with a smooth, thick coating of 
molten zinc.
